Sir: 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1965.  The 
activities  of  the  Department  are  reported  for  each  separate  Branch  in  the 
pages  that  follow.  Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1965,  showing  the  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding  two 
years  is  also  given. 

Revenue  of  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  1964-65  increased  by 
6.89  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  of  $2,491,718.54 
or  6.64  per  cent  in  the  Fuel  Oil  Tax  revenue.  Pari  mutuel  tax  revenue,  in¬ 
surance  corporation  tax  revenue  and  revenue  from  incorporation  and  registra¬ 
tion  of  companies  also  increased.  There  was  a  decrease  of  approximately  1 
per  cent  in  revenue  from  insurance  company  licence  fees  and  of  1.58  per 
cent  in  revenue  from  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums. 

The  Agent-General  at  Alberta  House  in  London,  England,  has  per¬ 
formed  a  valuable  service  for  the  Province  during  the  past  year  in  publicising 
the  Province  for  the  benefit  of  prospective  immigrants  and  prospective  indus¬ 
try.  The  Province  is  represented  at  many  official  and  semi-official  functions 
by  the  Agent-General. 

The  Board  of  Censors,  under  The  Amusements  Act,  reviewed  826 
35  mm.  and  70  mm.  films  in  1965,  a  decrease  of  40  from  the  previous 
year.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty  two  16mm.  films  were  reviewed, 
an  increase  of  about  20  per  cent.  The  number  of  eliminations  in  standard 
films  decreased  by  just  over  18  per  cent.,  while  those  in  16  mm.  films  de¬ 
creased  by  approximately  27  per  cent.  A  total  of  7  films  was  rejected  as 
compared  with  two  in  1964. 

In  1965,  2,640  new  Alberta  companies  were  incorporated,  10  fewer 
than  in  1964,  and  288  extra-provincial  companies  were  registered,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  10  from  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
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24,510  active  Alberta  companies  and  3,563  extra-provincial  companies  on 
the  register. 

Fire  losses  in  the  Province  were  considerably  less  in  1965  than  in 

1964.  Property  losses  decreased  from  $11,560,866  ($8.03  per  capita)  to 
$9,628,191  estimated  ($6.62  per  capita)  while  loss  of  life  dropped  from  71 
to  36  and  injuries  decreased  from  1  10  in  1964  to  86  in  1965.  The  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner's  Office  has  continued  its  campaign  against  needless  loss  with  its 
program  of  inspections,  fire  prevention  education  and  fire  fighting  instruction. 

During  1964  Albertans  paid  $150,450,380  in  insurance  premiums 
or  a  per  capita  premium  of  $104.33,  an  increase  of  $9.22  over  the  previous 
year,  when  some  $135,000,000  in  premiums  had  been  paid. 

The  number  of  patrons  at  the  Jubilee  Auditoriums  in  1965  reached 
1,074,467  at  over  2,525  events  as  compared  with  an  attendance  of  937,000 
at  approximately  2,400  events  in  the  previous  year.  As  in  previous  years  the 
buildings  were  put  to  a  wide  variety  of  uses,  ranging  from  religious  services 
and  large  dramatic  and  musical  presentations  to  small  meetings,  banquets 
and  luncheons. 

Planning  for  the  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  Canadian  Confed¬ 
eration  made  considerable  progress  during  1965.  Three  hundred  and  seventy 
one  applications  for  grants  under  the  Federal-Provincial  Centennial  Grants 
Program  had  been  submitted  up  to  December  31st,  the  last  day  for  such 
applications.  An  estimated  $11,000,000  will  be  spent  on  projects  of  lasting 
value  including  $1,400,000  each  from  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ments.  Construction  started  in  October  on  the  Museum  and  Archives  building 
in  Edmonton  which  is  the  provincial  project  under  the  Confederation  Memor¬ 
ial  Grants  Program.  During  the  year  progress  was  made  on  a  number  of  pro¬ 
grams  planned  for  1967  including  the  Centennial  Train  and  Caravan,  the  Can¬ 
adian  Armed  Forces  Tattoo,  the  Atlas  of  the  Province,  the  centennial  licence 
plates,  the  centennial  film  on  the  province,  and  the  department's  own  special 
project  the  carillon  for  the  Legislative  Building.  Fifteen  paddlers  represent¬ 
ed  the  province  in  the  tests  carried  out  in  Ontario  in  August  by  the  National 
Centennial  Commission  preparatory  to  the  Voyageur  Canoe  Pageant  scheduled 
for  the  summer  of  1967  and  264  Alberta  school  children  visited  other  prov¬ 
inces  under  the  Youth  Travel  Program. 

The  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  Branch  of  the  department 
continues  to  support  a  wide  variety  of  cultural  and  recreational  activities  in 
the  province.  Leadership  courses,  workshops  and  seminars  were  held  at  var¬ 
ious  locations  in  the  province  giving  assistance  to  leaders  in  recreational 
administration,  crafts,  athletics,  drama,  libraries  and  music.  Over  $215,000 
in  grants  and  scholarships  to  organizations  and  individuals  were  provided  in 

1965. 

Separate  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  are  published  each  year.

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ALBERTA  HOUSE 


The  Agent-General  for  Alberta  in  London,  England,  acts  as  resident 
agent  and  representative  for  the  Province  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Through 
his  office  information  concerning  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  Canada  is 
given  to  prospective  emigrants,  to  business  and  industry  desirous  of  establish¬ 
ing  in  Alberta  or  simply  of  doing  business  with  Albertans  and  to  persons 
planning  to  visit  the  Province.  In  addition,  information  on  a  wide  range  of 
matters  is  provided  to  Alberta  citizens  visiting  the  United  Kingdom. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

During  the  calendar  year,  1965,  British  industrial  enquiries  received 
by  Provincial  establishments,  Canadian  financial  institutions,  and  Federal  and 
Provincial  establishments  in  the  United  Kingdom,  have  been  almost  negligible. 
The  emphasis  has  again  been  on  import-export  and  on  financial  participation 
in  construction  and  resource  development. 

Enquiries  received  for  information  on  petroleum  and  power  develop¬ 
ment,  coal,  sulphur,  potash,  phosphates  and  other  mineral  resources  have 
been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

IMMIGRATION: 

During  the  year  under  review  there  has  been  a  decided  upsurge  in 
the  number  of  enquiries  received  at  Alberta  House  from  prospective  emi¬ 
grants,  not  only  from  the  United  Kingdom  but  also  from  Europe,  Africa, 
India  and  Pakistan. 

A  number  of  requests  were  received  from  Alberta  engineering  and 
construction  companies  for  assistance  in  recruiting  engineering  and  technical 
personnel. 

Alberta  House  has  received  a  number  of  requests  from  school  divisions 
for  assistance  in  processing  applicants  for  teaching  appointments.  Documenta¬ 
tion  of  the  applicants  has  been  completed  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Federal 
Immigration  Authorities  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  assistance  with  travel 
arrangements  has  been  provided  upon  request. 

During  the  spring  of  the  year,  Alberta  House  was  pleased  to  offer  its 
services  to  the  Northland  School  Division,  who  successfully  carried  out  an 
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extensive  campaign  to  recruit  teachers  for  the  division.  Itineraries  were  ar¬ 
ranged  and  interviewing  space  was  made  available  at  Alberta  House.  Assis¬ 
tance  with  documentation  and  travel  arrangements  was  provided  to  successful 
applicants  and  their  families. 

With  the  formation  of  a  new  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives 
Branch,  Alberta  House  was  called  upon  by  Mr.  R.  O.  Harrison,  Director,  to 
interview  a  number  of  personnel  for  various  appointments  within  the  Museum. 
The  interviews  were  held  at  Alberta  House  and  reports  duly  forwarded  to 
Mr.  Harrison. 

In  September  an  extensive  Government  advertising  campaign  was 
carried  out  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  purpose  of  the  campaign  being  to 
recruit  personnel  needed  by  Government  Departments.  The  advertisements 
covered  such  fields  as  engineers,  engineering  draughtsmen,  architects, 
architectural  draughtsmen,  town  planners,  instructors,  veterinarians,  dental 
technologists,  museum  personnel  and  physiotherapists.  As  a  result,  some 
six  hundred  initial  enquiries  were  received.  Of  this  number  one  hundred 
and  ninety  completed  application  forms  and  returned  them  to  Alberta  House. 
Upon  receipt,  the  forms  were  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Personnel  for  screening.  In  November  a  team  of  five  interviewers,  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  F.  D.  Betts,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Administration, 
arrived  in  London  to  interview  selected  applicants.  Itineraries  were  arranged 
and  interviews  were  held  at  Alberta  House  and  at  the  Canadian  Immigration 
offices  in  Bristol,  Liverpool,  Leeds,  Glasgow  and  Belfast. 

A  total  of  one  hundred  and  four  applicants  were  interviewed  and  it 
was  intimated  by  Mr.  Betts  and  his  colleagues  that  a  minimum  number  of 
seventy-three  would  be  tentatively  offered  employment,  subject  to  confirma¬ 
tion  by  the  Departments  of  Government  concerned. 

PUBLICITY,  PUBLIC  RELATIONS,  FILMS  AND  PHOTOGRAPHS: 

As  in  past  years,  Alberta  House  has  continued  to  supply  Alberta 
publications  and  statistical  information  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  The 
Canadian  Government  Immigration  Service,  The  Canadian  Government 
Travel  Bureau,  British  and  Canadian  Banks,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Public 
Libraries,  Transportation  Companies  and  Travel  Agents.  The  United  King¬ 
dom  educational  authorities  having  again  stressed  the  importance  of  teaching 
students  more  about  the  Commonwealth  countries,  numerous  requests  have 
again  been  received  for  information  on  Alberta  from  British  teachers  and 
students.  Alberta  publicity  material  has  again  been  distributed  at  trade  exhi¬ 
bitions,  display  centres  and  at  selective  film  showings. 

The  Canadian  Travel  Bureau  and  the  Canadian  Transportation 
Companies  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  again  reported  increasing  numbers 
of  enquiries  for  information  on  Alberta.  There  is  definite  evidence  that 
many  more  British  tourists  have  visited  the  Banff  and  Jasper  National  Parks 
during  the  summer  tourist  season. 

Close  contact  has'  again  been  maintained  with  the  Canadian  Travel 
Bureau,  the  British  and  Canadian  Press  in  London.  General  statistical  infor¬ 
mation  on  Alberta  education,  expansion,  housing  and  comparative  costs  of 
living  has  been  supplied  to  the  national  and  provincial  press,  to  the  broad- 


casting  and  television  services,  to  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  to  trade 
publications. 

Alberta  Government  films  and  slides  have  been  shown  at  Immigra¬ 
tion  meetings,  universities,  schools,  industrial  plants,  societies  and  youth 
clubs.  There  has  been  continued  demand  from  the  press,  publishers,  the  film 
industry  and  other  sources  for  official  government  photographs  for  illustra¬ 
tion  and  display  purposes. 

ALBERTA  VISITORS: 

For  the  second  successive  year  there  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Alberta  citizens  visiting  Canada  House  or  Alberta  House 

in  London. 

Requests  from  Alberta  visitors  for  information  or  assistance  in  con¬ 
nection  with  passports,  visa  problems,  currency  exchange  regulations,  trans¬ 
portation,  temporary  employment,  British  and  Continental  tours,  have  again 
been  dealt  with  in  the  normal  manner,  as  have  been  requests  for  help  in 
obtaining  employment  or  accommodation  in  the  metropolis  or  in  other  parts 
of  Britain. 

Fewer  applications  were  received  for  invitations  to  one  of  the  three 
Royal  Garden  Parties  and  the  Trooping  the  Colour  Ceremony.  Alberta  was 
again  fortunate  in  that  all  applications  submitted  were  given  favourable 
consideration. 

CIVIL  ENQUIRIES: 

Civil  enquiries,  including  requests  for  Birth,  Death  and  Marriage 
Certificates,  have  shown  a  slight  increase  over  previous  years.  Assistance 
has  been  rendered  in  the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  in  Alberta 
and  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Information  has  been  obtained  in  connection 
with  property  located  in  the  Province  and  owned  by  United  Kingdom  resi¬ 
dents.  Enquiries  have  been  instituted  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  missing 
persons,  and  for  information  regarding  the  welfare  of  children  of  separated 
or  divorced  parents.  Enquiries  received  on  points  of  law  in  Alberta  from  law 
firms  and  from  the  legal  departments  of  commercial  and  industrial  firms 
have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

REPRESENTATION: 

During  the  year  the  Agent-General  has  again  been  privileged  to 
represent  the  Government  of  the  people  of  Alberta  at  official  functions  and 
receptions  given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  His  Excellency  the  High 
Commissioner  for  Canada,  by  other  Commonwealth  Governments,  by  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  London,  by  Financial,  Commercial  and  Industrial 
Institutions  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

ALBERTA  VISIT: 

The  Agent-General  was  privileged  to  make  an  intensive  tour  of  the 
Province  during  the  summer  months  of  1965. 
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Because  of  the  increasing  interest  evinced  by  British  tourists  in 
Canada  generally  and  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  regions  in  particular,  brief 
visits  were  made  to  the  Banff,  Jasper,  Waterton  Lakes  National  Parks  and 
to  the  Kananaskis  Valley. 

A  number  of  addresses,  press  and  television  interviews  were  given 
by  the  Agent-General  in  Northern  and  in  Southern  Alberta, 

APPRECIATION 

Alberta  House  has  continued  to  enjoy  close  and  cordial  relations 
with  Government  Departments,  notably  the  Commonwealth  Relations  Office, 
the  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner,  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Colonization 
and  Transportation  Representatives,  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company, 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the  Cunard  Steam-Ship  Company 
in  Great  Britain. 

In  conclusion,  great  appreciation  is  again  expressed  and  recorded 
for  the  continuing  assistance  and  co-operation  extended  to  Alberta  House 
by  members  of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary,  the  Department 
of  Industry  and  Development  and  by  other  Government  Departments  in 
Alberta. 
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AMUSEMENTS  BRANCH 


The  activities  of  the  Amusements  Branch  include  the  inspection  of 
places  of  amusement  by  Theatre  Inspectors  to  insure  public  safety,  the 
licensing  of  places  of  amusement,  the  collection  of  the  pari  mutuel  tax  at 
race  meetings  and  the  censorship  of  motion  pictures  by  the  Board  of 

Censors. 

The  Board  of  Censors  under  The  Amusements  Act  screens  every 
picture  intended  for  public  showing  in  the  province,  and  the  picture  must 
bear  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Censors  before  it  may  be  publicly  shown 
in  the  province. 


CENSORSHIP 

During  the  calendar  year  1965,  the  Board  screened  826  first  print 
standard  (35mm  and  70mm)  subjects  and  1,232  first  print  narrow  gauge 
(16mm)  subjects.

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CENTENNIAL 

BRANCH 


Planning  for  the  centennial  of  Confederation  started  in  1962  upon 
the  passage  of  The  National  Centennial  Act  (Alberta),  now  The  Centennial 
of  Canadian  Confederation  Act  (Alberta).  The  Act  authorized  the  formation 
of  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee  which  has  continued  since  that  time  to 
co-ordinate  and  direct  immediately  or  through  its  sub-committees  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  centennial  year  by  private  groups,  local  government  authorities 
and  by  government  departments.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is  the 
Honourable  A.  Holowach,  Provincial  Secretary,  and  the  members  are  Mr.  P. 
B.  Howard,  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  £.  R.  Hughes,  former  Deputy 
Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  R.  A,  Rice,  President  and  General  Manager, 
Sunwapta  Broadcasting  Company,  and  Mr.  E.  S.  Bryant,  Director,  Alberta 
Government  Travel  Bureau.  Mr.  W.  Kaasa,  Director  of  the  Recreation  and 
Cultural  Development  Branch  acts  as  Secretary. 

Significant  progress  was  made  during  the  year  1965.  In  September, 
1965,  Mr.  J.  R.  D.  Findlay  was  appointed  Centennial  Co-ordinator  and  the 
administrative  functions  of  centennial  planning  formerly  performed  by  a 
section  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch  became  a  separate  branch  of  the  De¬ 
partment.  Mr.  Findlay  has  three  centennial  officers  who  tour  the  province  to 
assist  communities  with  their  projects  and  to  encourage  the  participation  of 
private  groups  and  individuals. 

December  31st,  1965,  was  the  date  by  which  those  local  government 
authorities  who  wished  to  participate  in  the  Centennial  Grants  Program  were 
required  to  submit  their  applications  for  grants.  Provided  the  local  authority 
appropriates  a  minimum  of  $1.00  per  head  on  an  approved  project  of  lasting 
value,  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  will  each  contribute  $1.00 
per  capita.  To  date  some  370  applications  have  been  received,  251  of  which 
have  been  approved  by  both  the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  completed  Centennial  Grants  Program  will  involve  the 
expenditure  from  all  sources  of  approximately  $11,000,000  of  which  the 
share  of  the  Provincial  Government  will  be  approximately  $1,400,000. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  1965,  construction  started  in  the  grounds  of 
Government  House  on  the  Provincial  AAuseum  and  Archives  Building  which 
is  the  province's  project  under  the  Confederation  Memorial  Grants  Program. 
The  Federal  Government  will  contribute  $2,500,000. 

During  the  summer  of  1965,  264  young  Albertans  in  eleven  groups 
took  part  in  the  Youth  Travel  Program  and  spent  two  weeks  as  guests  in  other 
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provinces.  This  important  experiment  in  fostering  inter-provincial  under¬ 
standing  was  financed  by  a  per  capita  allowance  from  the  National  Centennial 
Commission  and  was  administered  by  the  Alberta  Department  of  Education. 

Progress  was  made  in  other  programs  planned  for  the  centennial 
celebration.  The  Ceremonials  Sub-Committee  of  the  Alberta  Centennial 
Committee  will  co-operate  with  the  Department  of  National  Defence  in  the 
staging  of  a  Canadian  Armed  Forces  Tattoo  which  will  provide  a  colourful 
spectacle  at  several  large  centres  in  the  province  during  1967.  The  Director 
of  Recreation  and  Cultural  Development  was  appointed  to  the  Program  De¬ 
velopment  Committee  of  the  National  Centennial  Committee  and  will  take 
part  in  the  co-ordination  of  special  cultural  attractions  to  be  presented 
throughout  the  Dominion  during  1967. 

During  1965  arrangements  were  largely  completed  for  the  Centen¬ 
nial  year  visits  to  the  province  of  the  Confederation  Train  and  Caravan.  These 
travelling  exhibits  of  Canadian  history  will  complete  a  wide  coverage  of  the 
province  during  the  summer  of  1967.  The  train  will  make  eight  stops  for 
periods  varying  from  one  to  six  days  during  February  and  March,  1967,  and 
the  caravan  will  visit  81  sites  in  the  province  between  May  and  November, 
1967. 


During  the  summer  of  1965,  the  Centennial  Committee  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  National  Centennial  Commission  arranged  for  15  members  of 
the  Alberta  Paddlers  Association  to  take  part,  as  provincial  representatives, 
in  tests  in  Ontario  in  preparation  for  the  Voyageur  Canoe  Pageant  planned 
for  the  spring  and  summer  of  the  centennial  year.  The  canoes  will  follow 
the  route  used  by  the  fur  traders,  explorers  and  missionaries  from  Rocky 
Mountain  House  to  Montreal,  a  distance  of  approximately  3,500  miles  in  a 
race  expected  to  take  100  days  to  complete.  One  paddler  was  provided  for 
the  survey  party  organised  by  the  National  Centennial  Commission  for  the 
exploration  of  a  little-travelled  portion  of  the  route  in  Western  Ontario. 

In  addition  to  the  programs  referred  to  above,  which  are  being  under¬ 
taken  in  co-operation  with  the  National  Centennial  Commission,  there  are 
further  projects  being  co-ordinated  by  the  Alberta  Centennial  Committee 
through  its  inter-departmental  sub-committee  in  conjunction  with  other 
Provincial  Government  Departments  and  which  progressed  significantly 
during  1965. 

The  Atlas  of  the  Province,  a  project  being  undertaken  jointly  with 
the  University  of  Alberta,  was  started  during  1965  and  in  September  the 
University  provided  suitable  accommodation  for  the  staff.  Approximately 
35%  of  the  required  data  have  already  been  compiled  by  the  eleven  indi¬ 
viduals  engaged.  Drafting  and  mapping  work  is  proceeding  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Lands  and  Forests  and  in  the  Department  of  Highways. 

The  Branch  acknowledges  the  help  of  the  Publicity  Bureau  of  the 
Department  of  Industry  and  Development  in  the  monthly  production  since 
April,  1965,  of  the  Centennial  Bulletin  which  has  been  well  received  both 
inside  and  outside  the  province  and  which  serves  a  most  useful  purpose 
in  publicising  and  stimulating  interest  in  centennial  matters. 

Planning  proceeded  also  in  the  following  programs: 

The  production  of  special  centennial  licence  plates  in  co-operation 
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with  the  Department  of  Highways 

A  History  of  Agriculture  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
A  centennial  film  to  publicize  the  progress  of  the  province  by  the 
Department  of  Industry  and  Development 

A  Health-Science  Complex  at  the  University  of  Alberta. 

Finally,  negotiations  were  undertaken  on  the  department's  own  cen¬ 
tennial  project  —  the  installation  of  a  carillon  to  consist  of  305  bells  in  the 
Legislative  Building.

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

BRANCH 


Under  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  the  Fire  Commissioner  has  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  of  the  province  and  the  regulations 
thereunder  relating  to  fire  prevention.  H is  office  directs  and  encourages  fire 
prevention  measures,  instructs  in  fire  protection  methods,  carries  out  in¬ 
vestigations  of  incendiary  and  suspected  incendiary  fires,  compiles  fire  loss 
statistics  and  conducts  a  public  education  program  of  fire  prevention  and 
fire  protection. 

FIRE  LOSSES 

On  the  basis  of  present  reports  and  estimates  for  1965,  a  decrease 
in  the  annual  monetary  fire  loss  is  indicated.  The  loss  of  life  as  reported  to 
this  office  to  date  also  indicates  a  decrease  from  1964.  Accordina  to  present 
reports  and  estimates  received,  a  comparison  for  the  last  three  vears  shows:

FIRE  PREVENTION  EDUCATION

Fire  Drills  in  schools,  hospitals,  theatres,  institutions,  dormitories  and 
other  buildings  totalled  140.  There  were  21  demonstrations  of  first-aid  fire 
fighting  equipment  and  52  demonstrations  of  evacuation  procedures  were 
presented. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  with  the  co-operation  of  local 
fire  departments,  directed  and  promoted  a  vigorous  Fire  Prevention  Week 
campaign.  Special  recognition  has  been  awarded  Alberta  for  its  report  on 
provincial  fire  prevention  programs  and  for  the  participation  of  its  com¬ 
munities  in  fire  prevention  activities.  There  were  107  Fire  Prevention  Week 
reports  collected  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  competition  headquarters 
at  Boston,  Mass. 

FIRE  PROTECTION  INSTRUCTION  UNIT 

The  fire  protection  instruction  unit  was  employed  to  assist  fire  depart¬ 
ment  organisations  in  municipalities  and  in  industry.  This  was  combined 
with  fire  prevention  work.

FIRE  OFFICERS'  TRAINING  SCHOOLS 

This  training  program  was  continued  in  1965  with  five  schools  held, 
four  at  Vermilion  and  one  at  Calgary  and  136  persons  in  attendance.  To  date 
173  fire  departments  have  been  represented  at  28  schools  with  699  persons 
taking  instruction. 

PLAN  CHECKING 


A  total  of  664  pians  for  hotels,  hospitals,  schools  and  other  assembly 
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buildings  were  checked.  Recommendations  as  to  changes  to  effect  fire  safety 
were  initiated  and  followed  up  by  correspondence. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

(a)  Firemanship  competitions  were  held  at  Coaldale,  Nanton,  Red  Deer  and 
Sherwood  Park.  Murray  Bedard  Memorial  Shields  were  presented  to  the 
winning  teams  at  each  of  the  above  competitions.  At  these  competitions, 
this  office  assisted  the  fire  departments  sponsoring  the  competition  by 
officiating  and  presenting  competition  prizes  in  addition  to  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  shields. 

(b)  Emergency  fire  services  training  and  planning  have  continued  through 
the  year.  Fire  Commissioner's  staff  have  participated  in  zone  head¬ 
quarters  exercises:  Explorer  four,  five  and  six.  One  new  training  pump¬ 
er  has  been  purchased  through  the  Financial  Assistance  Program,  Federal 
and  Provincial,  and  will  be  used  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  for  zone 
emergency  fire  services  auxiliary  firemen  training.  One  fire  advisory 
committee  meeting  was  convened  at  Edmonton  to  review  Regional  zone 
and  target  area  planning  and  to  study  proceedings  of  the  fourth  Canada 
E.M.O.  Fire  Advisory  Council. 

(c)  Rural  fire  protection  is  gaining  ground  as  a  result  of  continued  assis¬ 
tance  to  Farmer  Co-operatives  and  Rural,  Municipal  and  County  Coun¬ 
cils.  Specifications  of  suitable  fire  fighting  equipment  and  training  of 
rural  fire  protection  groups  occupies  considerable  time  of  branch  in¬ 
spectors.  Nine  new  rural  fire  fighting  units  were  purchased  during  1965 
and  several  more  are  planned  as  a  result  of  meetings,  conferences  and 
the  interest  of  farm  people. 

(d)  Assistance  was  provided  by  Inspectors  of  this  branch  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Insurance  in  conducting  27  investigations  under  The  Alberta 
Insurance  Act,  resulting  in  nine  prosecutions.  There  were  57  investiga¬ 
tions  under  The  Real  Estate  Agents'  Licensing  Act,  resulting  in  five 
prosecutions. 

THE  LIGHTNING  ROD  ACT 


There  were  five  companies  licensed  to  sell  lightning  rod  materials  in 
1965.  Licences  were  issued  to  47  agents.  There  were  391  inspections  during 
1965  of  lightning  rod  installations.  One  agent  was  prosecuted  for  failure  to 
comply  with  The  Lightning  Rod  Act. 
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FUEL  OIL  TAX  BRANCH

Convictions  for  offences  under  The  Fuel  Oil  Tax  Act  (principally  the 
offence  of  having  purple  fuel  in  the  fuel  tank  of  a  motor  vehicle)  totalled 
639  in  1965  as  compared  with  1,147  in  1964.  Fines  levied  also  decreased 
from  $61,846  in  1964  to  $36,236  in  1965  and  total  costs  amounted  to 
$1,360.65  in  1965  as  against  $2,616  in  1964. 
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GENERAL 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Provincial  Secretary  is  the  Keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Province, 
which  seal  is  affixed  to  certain  classes  of  documents  that  bear  the  signature 
of  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  Over  560  such  documents  were  sealed  in  1965, 
including  Proclamations,  warrants,  commissions,  certificates  and  writs. 

Four  hundred  and  forty  certificates  of  change  of  name  were  issued 
under  The  Change  of  Name  Act,  1961,  in  1965.  Three  hundred  and  twenty 
certificates  of  authentication  were  issued  by  The  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary 
authenticating  the  signatures  and  appointments  of  notaries  public. 

Under  the  Alberta  Survival  Plan  the  Department  has  a  responsibility 
for  co-ordinating  a  program  for  the  preservation  of  essential  records  for  all 
Departments  and  Boards  of  Government.  In  1965  825,715  exposures  of  docu¬ 
ments  were  made  under  this  program  for  preservation  in  security  storage,  as 
compared  with  428,000  in  1964. 
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INSURANCE  BRANCH 


The  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  licensing  companies,  insurance  agents  and  insurance  adjust¬ 
ers  in  the  Province,  taxing  insurance  companies  and  generally  regulating 
the  business  of  insurance  in  Alberta  as  provided  by  The  Alberta  Insurance 
Act  and  The  Insurance  Corporations  Tax  Act.  The  Superintendent  of  Insur¬ 
ance  is  also  the  official  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  real  estate  agents  and 
salesmen  and  for  the  regulation  of  the  real  estate  business  under  The  Real 
Estate  Agents'  Licensing  Act. 


THE  ALBERTA  INSURANCE  ACT 

The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  requires  all  insurance  companies,  insurance 
agents  and  insurance  adjusters  to  be  licensed.  Qualification  by  examination 
under  Alberta  Regulation  192/59  is  required  of  all  new  applicants  for  insur¬ 
ance  agents'  certificates  of  authority  except  for  the  classes  of  livestock,  hail, 
life  or  disability  insurance,  including  sickness  and  accident  insurance.  Of  the 
total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1965,  14%  failed  to  pass  the  examination 
or  failed  to  write  it. 

Qualification  by  examination  under  Alberta  Regulation  244/63  is  re¬ 
quired  of  all  new  applicants  for  insurance  adjusters  certificates  of  authority. 
Of  the  total  number  of  new  applicants  in  1965,  37%  failed  to  pass  the  exam¬ 
ination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Operations  of  the  Superintendent's  office  are  planned  to  work  co¬ 
operatively  with  the  various  other  provinces  of  Canada  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  enactment  and  the  administration  of  insurance  laws  in  all  of  the 
common  law  provinces  of  Canada.  The  48th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Prov¬ 
incial  Superintendents  of  Insurance  was  held  in  Halifax  in  September,  1965, 
and  was  attended  by  the  Alberta  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 

Insurance  premiums  for  all  classes  of  insurance  written  in  1964  were 
$150,450,380  as  compared  with  $135,502,861  in  1963,  an  increase  of 
11.03%.  Total  life  premiums,  excluding  fraternal,  in  1964  were  $71,165,705 
as  compared  with  $67,260,071  in  1963,  an  increase  of  5.80%. 

Statistics  reflecting  some  of  the  functions  of  the  branch  under  this 
Act  and  the  operations  of  the  industry  follow  as  Appendix  "A". 
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THE  REAL  ESTATE  AGENTS'  LICENSING  ACT 

Qualificaion  by  examination  under  Aiberta  Regulation  25/59  is  re¬ 
quired  of  all  new  applicants  for  licence  under  the  Act.  Approximately  13% 
of  the  total  number  of  applicants  for  new  licences  in  1965  either  failed  to 
pass  the  examination  or  failed  to  write  it. 

Statistics  reflecting  branch  activities  under  this  Act  follow  as 
Appendix  "B". 

THE  INSURANCE  CORPORATIONS  TAX  ACT 

Under  the  Act  insurers  licensed  in  Alberta,  other  than  fraternal  societ¬ 
ies,  are  assessed  a  tax  of  2%  of  their  gross  premiums  receivable,  excluding 
marine  insurance  and  annuities  and  less  dividends,  return  premiums  and  re¬ 
insurance  ceded  to  companies  licensed  in  Alberta.  For  the  calendar  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1965,  the  tax  collected  was  $2,667,553.79,  an  increase 
of  $294,228.78  or  12.40%,  over  the  collection  for  the  previous  calendar 
year.

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ADVISORY  BOARD  ON 
OBJECTIONABLE 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  Advisory  Board  on  Objectionable  Publications  was  established 
in  1954.  Its  function  has  been  to  control,  insofar  as  possible,  the  sale  of 
objectionable  comics,  tabloids  and  magazines  in  the  Province  and  to  foster 
a  public  awareness  of  the  danger  inherent  in  permitting  young  people  to  read 
unwholesome  material.  To  achieve  the  control  of  this  objective,  the  Board 
has  a  working  arrangement  with  wholesale  distributors  of  magazines,  comic 
books  and  tabloids  whereby  the  distributors  accept  recommendations  made 
by  the  Board  and  voluntarily  refrain  from  distributing  titles  which  the  Board 
has  deemed  "objectionable". 

In  1965  the  Board  held  three  meetings  at  which  several  issues  of 
24  titles  were  reviewed.  Five  were  held  to  be  objectionable  and  recommended 
for  withdrawal. 
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PROVINCIAL  MUSEUM 

AND 

ARCHIVES  BRANCH 

The  year  1965  was  one  of  major  importance  in  the  development  of 
the  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives  of  Alberta.  Intensive  activity  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  fields  was  aimed  at  advancing  all  programs  in  preparation  for  the 
opening  during  1967  of  the  new  building,  Alberta's  official  Confederation 
Memorial  Project.  Highlights  included  a  major  increase  in  the  natural  history 
and  human  history  collections,  commencement  of  building  construction,  mov¬ 
ing  into  temporary  accommodation,  recruiting  and  increasing  the  professional 
and  technical  staff,  detailed  planning  of  displays,  appointment  of  a  Provincial 
Archivist  and  research  on  historic  sites.  The  Museum  and  Archives  is  especi¬ 
ally  grateful  for  the  contribution  of  items  by  the  general  public. 

NATURAL  HISTORY  CURATORIAL  DIVISION 

This  division  undertakes  the  collection  and  documentation  of  Alberta 
natural  history  specimens  and  their  preparation  for  exhibit  and  study  pur¬ 
poses.  During  the  year  140  zoology  specimens  of  birds  and  mammals,  4 
botanical  accessions,  14  rock  and  minerals  accessions,  and  16  fossil  access¬ 
ions  were  added  to  the  collections.  All  specimens  were  numbered,  tagged, 
accessioned  and  recorded  in  the  registration  ledgers.  A  total  of  135  mounted 
birds  and  12  mounted  mammals  were  completed  for  display.  A  total  of  235 
study  skins  were  also  prepared  for  the  reference  collections. 

Layout  sketches  of  ten  of  the  proposed  large  scale  habitat  group 
dioramas  were  completed,  and  small  scale  models  were  advanced,  while  14 
fine  specimens  of  pronghorn,  elk,  goat,  cougar,  beaver,  wolf,  moose,  and 
bison  were  collected  and  prepared  ready  for  mounting. 

Notable  additions  to  the  collections  were  the  acquisition  of  a  mounted 
specimen  of  the  rare  whooping  crane  from  Mr.  E.  W.  Barrie  of  Edmonton, 
the  acquisition  of  several  partial  dinosaur  fossil  skeletons  from  Mr.  D.  East- 
cott  and  Mr.  K.  Brown,  both  of  Calgary,  and  Mr.  D.  Foskett,  formerly  of 
Edmonton,  as  well  as  through  summer  field  collecting  in  the  Medicine  Hat 
region. 


Detailed  descriptions  of  display  case  themes  and  lists  of  required 
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specimens  and  illustrations  were  prepared.  An  Assistant  Curator  of  Natural 
History  joined  the  division  during  the  year. 

HUMAN  HISTORY  CURATORIAL  DIVISION 

This  division  undertakes  the  collection  and  documentation  of  Alberta 
human  history  artifacts  and  prepares  and  restores  them  for  display  and  study. 
During  the  year,  1,225  ethnological  artifacts  of  the  Indians  of  Alberta  were 
collected  largely  through  direct  acquisition  on  the  Reserves,  and  approximately 
9,500  historical  artifacts  were  obtained.  The  collections  now  contain  approx¬ 
imately  17,300  artificats,  most  of  which  have  been  numbered  and  accessioned 
while  documentation  of  the  history  and  description  of  each  item  is  proceeding. 

Major  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  collecting  of  Indian  ceremonial 
and  sacred  items  and  the  nucleus  of  an  unusually  fine  collection  has  now 
been  assembled.  Concurrently  with  this  the  legends,  songs,  dances,  stories 
and  uses  associated  with  each  item  are  being  recorded  on  tape,  translated, 
transcribed  or  photographed  for  use  in  the  exhibits  and  for  study.  Foremost 
ethnological  items  acquired  include  a  ceremonial  Beaver  Bundle,  which  is  com¬ 
plete  in  every  detail;  two  Medicine  Pipe  Bundles;  a  Treaty  Uniform;  and  the 
C.  G.  Matthews  Indian  Collection  from  Vancouver.  The  Museum  is  especially 
grateful  to  the  University  of  Alberta,  Edmonton,  for  the  long-term  loan  of 
Poundmaker's  tepee  and  two  Indian  canoes. 

Notable  historical  items  acquired  include  the  ceremonial  attire  of  the 
first  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province,  G.  V.  H.  Bulyea;  academic  attire 
of  the  late  Hon.  Frank  Ford;  a  collection  of  historical  clothing  and  other 
items  from  Mrs.  R.  Dingwall;  a  collection  of  Alberta  military  items  from 
the  19th  Alberta  Dragoons,  and  many  other  items. 

Display  themes  for  the  display  cases  were  further  refined  and  de¬ 
tailed  planning  of  the  galleries  advanced,  together  with  lists  of  required  art¬ 
ifacts  and  illustrations.  Two  Assistant  Curators  of  History  joined  the  division, 
one  in  ethnology  and  one  in  history,  while  a  Curator  resigned. 

EXHIBIT  PRODUCTION  DIVISION 

This  division  undertakes  the  design,  layout  and  execution  of  exhibits. 
The  main  work  during  the  year  included  assembling  the  production  plant, 
detailing  and  obtaining  prototypes  of  display  cases,  construction  of  scale 
models  of  the  galleries  and  planning  of  galleries,  in  preparation  for  the  move 
into  the  new  building. 

When  the  Branch  moved  out  of  the  Legislative  Building,  a  new  series 
of  temporary  displays  was  installed  showing  a  preview  of  the  new  building 
by  means  of  scale  models,  building  plans  and  recently  acquired  artifacts, 
specimens  and  documents.  A  display  for  the  provincial  historic  site  of  St. 
Charles  Mission,  Dunvegan,  was  in  process  of  preparation  for  installation  in 
summer  1966.  Two  Display  Artists  and  one  Display  Fabricator  joined  the 
staff  during  the  year. 


EXTENSION  DIVISION 

In  the  absence  of  appointments  to  this  division,  other  staff  under- 
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took  extension  services.  Lectures  were  given  to  a  number  of  groups  through¬ 
out  the  province.  Answers  were  provided  and  identification  of  specimens 
and  artifacts  was  made  for  the  public  on  natural  history  and  historical  sub¬ 
jects. 


Literature  was  provided  to  societies  and  individuals  to  assist  in  the 
writing  of  local  histories  and  restoration  of  historic  sites.  A  considerable 
amount  of  time  was  spent  in  assisting  ten  groups  in  the  establishment  and 
planning  of  museum  buildings  proposed  as  Centennial  projects,  as  well  as 
travelling  and  providing  advice  to  other  museums  in  the  province.  A  booklet 
was  written  to  guide  small  museums  on  accessioning  procedures. 

PROVINCIAL  ARCHIVES  OF  ALBERTA 

The  objective  of  the  Provincial  Archives  is  to  collect,  arrange,  display 
and  make  available  reference  facilities  for  public  records,  private  papers, 
photos,  maps,  tapes  and  documentary  material  concerning  the  history  of 
Alberta. 

The  appointment  of  Alberta's  first  professional  Provincial  Archivist 
was  made  during  the  year  and  the  archives  program  was  therefore  enabled 
to  advance  rapidly.  Public  records  were  received  from  13  Departments  and 
101  accessions  were  received  from  private  donors.  Notable  accessions  in¬ 
cluded  those  from  the  Departments  of  Labour,  Attorney  General,  Agriculture 
and  Industry  and  Development;  late  Hon.  Frank  Ford;  late  Hon.  Norman 
Wilmore;  the  Ernest  Brown  Papers;  Mrs.  Robert  Dingwall;  Miss  Gladys 
Reeves;  and  the  original  drawings  of  Jasper  Lodge  and  Edmonton  railway 
station  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway.  A  survey  of  records  was  commenced 
in  provincial  government  offices  and  archives  throughout  the  province,  data 
was  tape  recorded  from  Mr.  Harry  Pollard  in  connection  with  the  Harry  Pol¬ 
lard  Photo  Collection.  Arranging  and  cataloguing  of  the  earlier  holdings  was 
advanced,  with  a  view  to  making  available  the  collections  for  reference  when 
the  new  building  is  opened  to  the  public. 

HISTORIC  SITES  DIVISION 

The  Historical  Advisory  Committee  met  once  during  the  year  to  make 
recommendations  for  development  of  the  historic  sites  of  the  province.  This 
committee  comprised  the  following:

The  committee,  noting  the  continued  disturbance  of  provincial  his¬ 
toric  sites  by  amateur  digging,  recommended  that  scientific  investigation 
of  historic  Fur  Trade  Post  sites  already  owned  by  the  province  be  undertaken 
with  the  objective  of  increasing  knowledge  of  the  Fur  Trade  era  in  Alberta 
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and  revealing  and  preserving  historical  evidence  remaining  in  provincial  his¬ 
toric  sites. 

To  this  end  the  site  of  the  Northwest  Company's  post  Fort  George, 
east  of  Elk  Point,  built  in  1792  and  abandoned  in  1802,  was  selected  for  the 
first  Provincial  Museum  archaeological  investigation.  The  main  trading  build¬ 
ing  was  located  and  a  major  part  of  the  building  was  excavated,  revealing 
floor  planking,  exterior  walls,  cellar  and  chimneys.  Part  of  the  palisade  was 
also  excavated.  The  entire  site  was  mapped  showing  the  probable  location  of 
other  buildings  on  the  site.  Over  1 ,400  artifacts  were  recovered  and  numbered, 
their  locations  recorded,  plans  were  developed  for  their  display  in  the  Fur 
Trade  Gallery  in  the  new  building,  and  a  preliminary  report  was  compiled. 
The  site  of  the  adjacent  Hudson's  Bay  Company  post,  Buckingham  House, 
west  of  Fort  George,  was  also  inspected,  together  with  others  on  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River. 

Public  requests  for  marking  of  sites  were  considered  by  the  committee. 
Maintenance  programs  were  continued  but  no  new  historical  rustic  signs  were 
erected.  Total  sites  marked  are  as  follows:

Two  grants  were  made  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  local  museums 
and  three  grants  to  assist  in  the  publication  of  local  histories  at  a  total  cost 
to  the  province  of  $1,300. 

BUILDING 

Extensive  research  on  modern  museum  functions  and  detailed  lay¬ 
outs  and  requirements  continued  to  be  provided  by  the  Museum  and  Arch¬ 
ives  staff  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  preparation  of  their 
working  drawings  and  specifications.  Phase  1  of  the  building  commenced 
construction  in  the  Fall,  on  the  13]/2  acre  Government  House  site  in  Edmon¬ 
ton.  The  Branch  moved  from  the  Legislative  Building  to  the  Beaver  Building, 
10158  -  103  Street,  Edmonton,  in  order  to  set  up  collections  and  displays 
ready  for  moving  into  the  new  building  for  opening  in  1967.  Five  separate 
tours  were  made  of  museums  and  archives  in  Canada  and  U.S.A.  in  order  to 
gather  direct  data  on  the  practices  and  physical  facilities  of  the  latest 
museums. 
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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

BRANCH 


During  1965  there  was  a  further  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
conventions,  meetings,  reunions  and  seminars  held  in  Alberta,  and  present 
indications  are  that  the  number  of  such  gatherings  will  continue  to  increase 
due  to  the  addition  of  many  facilities  for  such  functions  in  Alberta  which  has 
already  proven  itself  to  be  a  most  popular  site  for  large  gatherings  of  this 
nature.  The  government  policy  of  extending  hospitality  in  the  form  of  lunch¬ 
eons,  dinners,  etc.  to  groups  which  are  national  or  international  in  scope,  is 
being  continued  and  many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  policy  have  been 
received.  The  use  of  the  coloured  government  menu  covers  continues  to 
increase,  and  because  many  of  the  functions  at  which  they  are  used  are  both 
national  and  international  in  scope,  this  most  effective  form  of  government 
publicity  is  enjoying  very  widespread  popularity. 

In  1965  Alberta  was  visited  by  many  dignitaries  and  official  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  other  countries,  and  the  Public  Relations  Branch  had  many 
opportunities  of  assisting  in  the  extending  of  a  cordial  welcome  to  these  im¬ 
portant  visitors. 

The  Public  Relations  Branch  continues  to  distribute  descriptive  and 
informative  literature  on  the  Province  of  Alberta  through  the  medium  of 
correspondence,  at  conventions  and  seminars  held  within  the  Province,  and 
at  the  information  counter  attached  to  the  Public  Relations  Branch. 

The  government  information  telephone  service  continues  to  increase 
in  its  usefulness  and  effectiveness.  The  records  are  being  improved  continu¬ 
ally  and  being  brought  up  to  date  so  that  accurate  information  may  be  avail¬ 
able  to  those  members  of  the  public  who  make  use  of  the  information 
telephone  service. 

The  institution  of  regular  guided  tours  for  visitors  through  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Building,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  such  tours  are  now  available  to 
the  public  on  weekends,  has  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
visitors  to  the  building  during  1965.  The  supervision  of  such  guided  tours 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Relations  Branch.  Our  records  establish  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  Legislative  Building  during  1965  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  number  of  visitors  for  the  previous  year  by  over  10,000  persons. 

Alberta's  representatives  at  national  athletic  events  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  with  official  crests  as  provincial  representatives.  It  is  the  responsibility 
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of  the  Public  Relations  Branch  to  see  that  these  crests  are  prepared  at  an 
appropriate  time  and  that  an  official  presentation  of  the  crests  is  made  to 
the  provincial  representatives. 

During  1965  Alberta  was  the  scene  of  the  Canadian  National  Lawn 
Bowling  Championships,  the  Canadian  Speed  Skating  Championships,  the 
Canadian  Diving  and  Swimming  Championships,  and  in  addition  to  these 
events,  the  province  was  visited  by  athletic  organizations  representing  such 
countries  as  Russia,  Czechoslovakia  and  Mexico.  The  Public  Relations  Branch 
was  responsible  to  a  degree  for  the  extension  of  appropriate  recognition  to 
these  visitors  from  other  countries. 

RECREATIONAL  GRANTS  PROGRAM 

During  1965  a  number  of  payments  were  made  under  the  original 
Recreational  Grants  Program.  These  payments,  to  a  very  large  extent,  repre¬ 
sented  balances  of  grants  to  which  communities  were  entitled  on  uncom¬ 
pleted  projects  which  had  been  approved  prior  to  the  application  deadline 
of  March  31,  1964.  The  amount  of  such  payments  under  the  original  program 
was  $20,221.85. 

The  original  Recreational  Grants  Program  was  extended  in  order  that 
smaller  communities  that  did  not  qualify  under  the  original  program  might 
receive  assistance  in  the  establishment  of  badly  needed  recreational  facilities. 
The  deadline  for  applications  under  this  extension  of  the  original  program  was 
March  31,  1965,  and  under  this  program  over  400  communities  received 
grants  totalling  $170,202.83. 

The  Public  Relations  Director  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Advertising  and  Publications,  the  Departmental  Suggestion  Award  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Tourist  Facility  Signs  Committee,  and  the  Recreational  Facilities 
Grants  Committee.

1965  was  a  year  of  expansion  with  new  programs  and  courses  being 
added  to  the  curriculum  to  provide  for  an  increasing  leisure  and  to  contribute 
to  the  education  and  potentials  of  the  citizens  of  Alberta.

The  degree  course  in  recreation  leadership  is  now  in  its  fourth  year 
at  the  University  of  Alberta.  Thirty-two  students  are  enrolled  and  the  first 
graduates  will  be  available  in  1966. 

Seven  graduates  completed  the  In-Service  Course  for  Recreation  Dir¬ 
ectors,  and  received  Alberta  Recreation  Director  Certificates. 

There  are  now  89  communities  with  active  Recreation  Boards. 

The  Branch  distributes  two  publications— "Recreation  News"  and 
"Leisure". 


ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  DIVISION 

Courses  offered  by  the  Division  include  ceramics,  weaving,  leather 
work,  copper  tooling,  batik,  millinery,  enamelling,  applied  design,  basketry 
and  ceramic  throwing. 

The  instructors  of  the  Division  continued  the  established  policy  of 
visiting  existing  workshops  in  order  to  assist  the  leaders  with  technical  and 
artistic  problems.  During  1965  they  were  able  to  help  in  this  way  15  work¬ 
shops  attended  by  172  students,  representing  27  communities. 

The  slide  library  now  consists  of  61  sets  all  prepared  by  the  staff 
which  are  used  as  instructional  aids  in  the  arts  and  crafts  courses  offered  by 
the  Division.  In  1965,  44  exhibitions  were  circulated  and  were  shown  to  324 
separate  audiences  consisting  of  15,313  individuals. 

In  1965  the  Aiberta  Craft  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Southern  Alberta 
Jubilee  Auditorium  in  Calgary  in  June  and  attracted  scholarship  and  craft 
entries  from  1  1  community  craft  centres  and  organizations.  Scholarships 
were  awarded  to  the  Camrose  and  District  Craft  Centre  and  the  Community 
Photography  Club  in  the  amount  of  $250  and  to  the  Medicine  Hat  Crafts 
for  $250. 


ATHLETICS  AND  OUTDOOR  EDUCATION 

Forty-seven  clinics  and  workshops  were  held  in  connection  with  the 
leader  development  program.  One  hundred  and  forty-one  instructors  were 
employed  in  training  1,168  leaders  who  came  from  338  participating  com¬ 
munities. 

Assistance  was  granted  to  students  enrolled  in  the  physical  educa¬ 
tion  degree  program  at  the  University  of  Alberta  campuses  in  Edmonton  and 
Calgary.  Nine  received  scholarships  totalling  $1,500  from  the  province  and 
a  further  63  benefited  from  the  $20,000  bursary  program  provided  out  of 
Federal  Government  funds  under  The  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sport  Act.  Assist¬ 
ance  was  given  to  organizations  within  the  province  who  are  engaged  in 
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athletics  and  outdoor  education  by  grants  under  The  Fitness  and  Amateur 
Sport  Act,  whereby  the  financial  contributions  involved  are  provided  60% 
from  Federal  funds  and  40%  from  Provincial  funds.  Applications  were  made 
on  behalf  of  43  fitness  and  amateur  sport  projects  and  most  of  these  re- 
ceived  approval  by  both  Federal  and  Provincial  authorities  at  a  cost  of  over 
$1  1,000. 


DRAMA  DIVISION 

The  Branch  provides  training  in  all  aspects  of  theatre  activities  in¬ 
cluding  acting,  directing,  speech,  make-up,  movement,  stagecraft,  stage  de¬ 
sign,  creative  drama  and  musical  theatre  techniques.  Thirteen  workshops  were 
conducted  during  the  year  which  was  a  higher  number  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  the  Branch.  Creative  drama  and  musical  theatre  are  two  new 
courses  added  in  1965. 

The  6th  Annual  Provincial  Drama  Seminar,  held  this  year  in  Drum- 
heller  in  August,  was  the  most  successful  one  so  far  held  by  the  Branch. 
There  was  an  enrolment  of  73  as  compared  with  50  in  1964. 

The  One  Act  Drama  Festival,  the  Festival  of  the  Peace,  was  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  Drama  Supervisor  and  attracted  competitors  from  communities 
in  the  Northern  part  of  the  province  and  from  British  Columbia.  This  year 
it  was  held  in  Dawson  Creek.  Nine  High  School  Festivals  were  held  during 

the  year. 

The  3rd  Annua!  Western  Canadian  Theatre  Conference  was  held  in 
Banff  during  November,  1965,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Drama  Division  and 
since  this  coincided  with  the  presentation  of  the  first  non-competitive  Prov¬ 
incial  Festival  at  which  representatives  of  professional,  educational,  com¬ 
munity  and  children's  theatre  were  present,  an  excellent  opportunity  was 
given  to  drama  enthusiasts  coming  from  rural  districts  to  meet  and  learn 
from  some  of  the  more  prominent  educators  and  professionals  in  the  drama 
field. 


LIBRARY  DIVISION 

During  1965  the  Division  has  assisted  many  municipal  and  commun¬ 
ity  boards  in  planning  library  development  and  centennial  projects.  Seven 
communities  have  already  decided  to  erect  libraries.

The  6th  Library  Custodians  Course  was  completed  in  1965.  Eighteen 
students  were  enrolled.  As  there  is  a  strong  demand  for  this  course,  the  7th 
Library  Course  commenced  in  October,  1965. 

There  are  only  32  professional  librarians  in  the  province,  but  it  is 
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hoped  when  a  School  of  Library  Science  is  established  at  the  University  of 
Alberta  there  will  be  an  increase  in  trained  personnel. 


MUSIC  DIVISION 

The  7th  Provincial  Band  and  Orchestra  Workshop  was  held  in  Calgary 
from  July  12th  to  August  7th  with  the  largest  enrolment  to  date.  There  was 
a  total  attendance  of  183  representing  39  communities  in  the  province.  This 
workshop  was  significant  because  for  the  first  time  a  junior  string  section 
was  added  and  also  because  there  was  a  high  proportion  of  students  in  the 
age  group  from  14  to  18.  Two  other  Band  and  Orchestra  Workshops  were 
held  during  the  year,  in  February  and  March,  with  a  total  attendance  of  252 
representing  15  communities,  at  Three  Hills  and  Lethbridge. 

For  the  first  time  a  Choral  Workshop  was  offered  to  school  singing 
teachers,  Church  choir  leaders,  choristers  and  community  choral  directors. 
This  was  held  at  St.  Paul  on  November  5th  and  6th  and  was  attended  by  31 
individuals  representing  ten  communities. 

Seven  Band  Clinics  were  conducted  during  the  year.

THE  GEOGRAPHIC  BOARD  OF  ALBERTA 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 

NATURE  OF  THE  BOARD'S  DUTIES 

The  duties  of  the  Geographic  Board  of  Alberta  include  the  collecting, 
recording,  and  collating  of  information  concerning  names  of  geographical 
features  in  Alberta.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  consultation  with  governmental 
departments  (federal  and  provincial),  municipalities,  railway  companies,  as 
well  as  other  corporate  bodies  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  selection 
of  place  names.  The  Alberta  Board  collaborates  with  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  concerning  the  choice  of  new  geographical 
names,  the  elimination  of  alternate,  undesirable  and  duplicate  names  and 
the  adoption  of  desirable  changes  in  the  spelling  of  names.  The  following 
is  a  short  resume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  in  pursuance  of  these  duties 
for  the  year  1965. 

DEATH  OF  PROFESSOR  M.  H.  LONG 

Professor  M.  H.  Long,  Chairman  of  the  Board  since  its  inception  in 
1947,  died  in  Edmonton  on  May  14,  1965,  after  a  brief  illness.  As  Chairman 
of  the  Board  he  had  seen  it  through  its  early  years  right  up  to  the  present. 
His  wisdom,  understanding,  and  knowledge  of  Canadian  history  coupled  with 
his  scholarly  approach  will  be  remembered  not  only  by  the  members  of  the 
Board  but  by  all  who  worked  with  him  in  any  way.  His  diplomatic,  firm 
approach  in  controversial  matters  was  a  source  of  strength  to  the  Board  and 
his  loss  is  keenly  felt.  It  is  planned  to  name  a  suitable  feature  after  Professor 
Long.  Mr.  J.  H.  Holloway  has  consented  to  act  as  Chairman  for  the  time 
being. 

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PERMANENT 
COMMITTEE  ON  GEOGRAPHICAL  NAMES 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  on  Geo¬ 
graphical  Names  took  place  in  Ottawa  in  October  1965.  The  Secretary  at¬ 
tended  this  meeting  and  the  business  discussed  included  the  following  prin¬ 
cipal  items: 

1.  The  committee  endorsed  the  proposal  to  name  a  feature  for  the 

late  Morden  H.  Long,  the  feature  to  be  selected  by  the  Geographic  Board  of 
Alberta.  With  this  was  an  agreement  that  it  would  be  appropriate  for  prov¬ 
incial  representatives  to  propose  features  to  be  named  for  deceased  former 
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members  of  the  committee  or  its  predecessors  and  expressed  approval  of 
action  taken  in  this  direction  in  two  instances. 

2.  The  committee  unanimously  recommended  that  the  word  "nigger" 
in  Canadian  name  nomenclature  be  replaced  by  non-objectionable  name. 

3.  The  committee  agreed  that  the  proposed  booklet  on  Canadian 
Place  Names  be  retained  as  a  worthwhile  project  of  the  committee  but  that  it 
need  not  be  considered  as  a  contribution  to  the  centennial  celebrations. 

4.  The  committee  agreed  to  add  to  the  guiding  principles  either  as  a 
separate  principle  or  a  rider  to  one  of  the  present  principles  (Principles  of 
Nomenclature)  a  statment  that  satisfactory  and  acceptable  names  of  long 
establishment  especially  those  of  national  importance  or  wide  public  usage 
should  not  be  altered  or  replaced  for  any  reason. 

In  1965  the  office  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  continued 
to  prepare  and  forward  supplements  summarizing  all  the  name  changes  by 
the  province.  Although  this  very  nearly  takes  the  place  of  the  supplement 
prepared  by  the  Alberta  Board  for  the  last  six  years,  it  is  still  considered  in 
Alberta  that  the  appearance  of  the  suppliment  late  in  March  at  the  earliest 
is  too  late  to  help  the  recipients  of  the  Alberta  Gazetteer  to  keep  their  copies 
up  to  date  and  therefore  a  separate  supplement  will  be  prepared  in  Alberta. 

NEW  PLACE  NAMES 

In  August  the  name  Mount  William  Booth  was  adopted  for  a  feature 
in  the  Ram  River  range  to  honour  the  founder  of  the  Salvation  Army  which 
body  celebrated  its  centennial  this  year.  In  passing  it  should  be  noted  that 
a  Mount  Kennedy  was  named  in  the  Yukon,  by  the  Federal  Government,  but 
that  no  further  attempt  was  made  to  name  one  in  either  of  the  provinces.  This 
was  viewed  with  much  disfavour  by  the  delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  on  Geographical  Names. 

GAZETTEER  OF  ALBERTA 

Ever  since  the  Gazetteer  of  Alberta  was  first  published  in  1958  annual 
supplements  have  been  issued  to  keep  it  up  to  date.  These  supplements  have 
been  prepared  by  the  Surveys  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Highways  for  all 
years.  It  is  hoped  that  a  similar  supplement  will  be  prepared  to  cover  the  year 
1965  although  as  has  been  noted  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  Office 
in  Ottawa  has  been  preparing  supplements  which  are  issued  half-yearly.  The 
Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Surveys  Branch  for  preparing  these  supplements — 
particularly  Mr.  W.  H.  Bodgan,  cartographer. 

VISIT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
CANADIAN  PERMANENT  COMMITTEE 

In  June  1965  Dr.  J.  Keith  Fraser,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
C.P.C.G.N.  visited  Edmonton.  While  there  he  discussed  with  the  Secretary 
the  work  and  relations  of  the  Canadian  Permanent  Committee  with  the 
Alberta  Board.  He  also  visited  the  Mapping  Office  of  the  Surveys  Branch 
to  discuss  technical  points  concerning  the  naming  of  features. 
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PLACE  NAMES  OF  ALBERTA 


This  matter  has  been  brought  up  in  previous  reports  as  the  original 
booklet  published  in  1928  has  long  been  out  of  print  and  much  information 
contained  in  it  has  been  superseded  or  added  to  since  that  time.  Many  new 
features  have  since  been  named  in  Alberta  and  where  possible  a  record  of  the 
origin  of  their  names  has  been  kept,  and  whenever  new  information  is  re¬ 
ceived  on  place  names  it  is  added  to  a  card  file  and  kept  in  the  Secretary's 
office.  As  has  been  previously  indicated  the  question  of  a  centennial  project 
in  1967  was  discussed  at  the  annual  meeting  at  the  Canadian  Permanent 
Committee  on  Geographical  Names  but  the  committee  felt  that  the  proposed 
booklet  on  Canadian  Place  Names,  while  it  should  be  kept  as  a  worthwhile 
project,  need  not  be  considered  as  a  contribution  to  the  centennial  celebra¬ 
tions.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  proposed  booklet  was  to  contain  the 
major  place  and  feature  names  but  it  does  not  account  for  the  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  names  of  small  hamlets  and  other  lesser  features  the 
knowledge  of  the  origin  of  which  is  itself  extremely  valuable.  We  would 
again  draw  the  attention  of  all  concerned  to  the  fact  that  the  publication 
of  a  revised  volume  of  place  names  of  Alberta  would  be  a  very  worthwhile 
centennial  project. 
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
